The Banks of Canada. 


From a return Jaid before the Legisla- 
tive Council, by command of his Excellen- 
cy, we condense the following facta :— 
The average amount of gold and silver 
in reserve in the Bank of Upper Canada, 
for the year ending 31st March last, was 
£81,091, and the average amount of 
notes in circulation was £796,760. 

In the Bank of Montreal, during the 
same period, the average amount of spe- 
cie on hand was £194,536, and the a- 
mount of notes in circulation was £1,- 
012,487. 

In the year 1855, the Commercial 
Bank had on hand an average amount of 
£117,603, and bad notes circulated to the 
amount of £508,225. This Bank held, 
on the 14th April last, £91,250 cy in 
Government debentures. 

The Bank of British North America, 
in the same period, had in circulation 
notes to the amount of £807,853, for the 
redemption of which they kept on hand 
£298,512. 

The City Bank of Montreal, for the 
year ending March 31, had an average 
circulation of notes to the amount of 
£236,031, and kept reserved £42,212, in 
gold and silver. 

The Bank of the People for the year 
ending March 1, had an avernge circula- 
tion of notes to the amount of 109,6951, 
and specie on hand to the amount of 
30,9251. 

The Quebec Bank, in the same period, 
circulated 1,809,327! in notes, end had in 


CONSPIRACY TO ASSASSINATE 
THE QUEEN OF SPAIN, 


The Madrid journals of the 4th Teport

rian approached the Calli del Arenal, a 
young man named Fuentes drew a pistol 

from his pocket, a police agent seized his 
arm and prevented him from discharging 
the weapon. On being interrogated, he 
made known the facts above related.— 
Just after his arrest, Rendondo Marquex 
went to the palace, on pretext of takiog 
revelations respecting the conspiracy .—— 
No arms have been found in any house 
of the Calli del Arenal, Marquez is a 
native of Almadenejos, in the province of 
Ciudad Real. _ His political opinions have 
always been Carlist. Ho is a bold, en- 
terprising man, and has been imprisoned 
for forgery.”

Tho position of the Bank of England 
has very materially improved. First 
there is a further addition to the “ Bullion” 
of upwards of eight hundred thousand 
pounds ; secondly the reserve of notes has 
increased six hundred thousand, and the 
private securities, being bills under dis- 
count, advances and loans, show a further 
decrease of no less than one million and 
three hundred thousand. ‘The heavy de- 
crease in the “ Other deposits ” (those of 
the private or general depositors of the 
bank,) although at first sight an unfavora- 
ble feature, is in truth the very reverse. 
Phe return shows a decreaso of above 
three quarters of a million sterling, or, in 
other words, shows that the customers of

rant maoner. In order to mark their con- 
demnation of the management of the 

Grand Trunk Railway, they levied a deo- 
dand of two thousand five hundred pounds 
upon the exploded ferry boat, its engines, 
boilers, machinery, and tackle, assuming 
that sum to be their value. The New 
York engineers state in their report, that 
the boat and engines wero well built, the 
boilers being capable of withstanding an 
expansive force of sixty-five pounds to the 
square inch, but should only have been 
worked up to thirty pounds. They con- 
clude, from the violence of the explosion, 
that there must have been an enormous 
volume of steam in confinement at the time 
of the explosion, and that the boat hud 
been very frequently run while there was 
a deficiency of water in the boilers, No 
Notice appears to have boen tuken by the 
jury, of the conduct of the captain of the 
boat, although the evidence proves’ that 
he was cognizant of the highly culpable 
and dangerous manner in which the en- 
gineers continually worked machinery ; 
he being almost the only survivor connec- 
ted with the boat, should, we think, be 
brought to account for sanctioning Conduct 
which deprived thirty-eight human beings 
of life, while in the full enjoyment of per- 
fect health, Tho lesson taught by this 
fearful calamity will be long remembered, 
and. no doubt will coriduce much to the 
safety of those who hereafter travel by the 
Grand Trunk. We may state, by way of 
explaining ono portion of the verdict, that 
when any of Ter Majesty’s subjects are 
slain by mischance, by an ancient law tle 
instrument, whether it be a knife, a gun, 
a ship, &c,, is forfeited to the crown, and 
is, in legal parlance, called a deodand. — 
Ottawa Citizen.

Diving for the “ Atlantic's” Safe, 

Some interesting facts connected with 
tle Adlantic, have been furnished the 
Cleveland /Terald by Mr, E. P. Harring- 
ton, of Westfield, New York, the divor 
who went down to the vessel, From the 
lengthy statement we condense as fol- 
lows :—In the undertaking there were 
associated with him, Martin Quigley and 
Chas. O' Gardner, of Chautsugue Co., N. 
Y., and Wm, Newton of Detroit. ‘They 
sailed inthe Scliooner Fletcher to the 
locality where the Atlantic was sunk, ar- 
riving there Juno 18. ‘The next day Mr. 
Harrington, encased in Wells and Gow- 
an’s sub-marino armor, made his first de- 

This armor is made of two layers 
and one of india rubber, the 
rubber oeeupying the middle. [tis loose 
and flexible, and of course resists no pres- 
sure. From in front of the mouth pro- 
coeds a tube composed of nine alternate 
Inyors of cativass and rubber, with s cop- 
por wire coiled inside to praee collapse. 
‘This is flexible too, and being as long as 
tho depth to wliich the diver g6os, and 
the upper end being in the open air, so- 
cures propor respiration. The aperture 
is three-eighths of wn ineh in diameter. 
A wreck line had previously been drop: 
ped and rested against the side of the 
steamer. 

Deessod as sbove described, with lead- 
en shoes, and with lead weights attached 
to hts body, amounting in all to 248 lbs., 
with mn ropo around his’ waist, by which 
he could bo raised to the surface, and 9 
check or signal line in his hand, the ad- 
yonturous diver commenced his'first do- 
scont. He was governed by the wrock 
line, and struck the promenade deck a- 
bout forty feet aft tho state-room where 
the Express Company's Safe was, which 
was in the third state-room sft the wheel- 
house on the larboard side. He remain- 
ed on deck but one miuute. After de- 
scending, from 50 to 70 feet, deponding 
upon the clenrnoss of tho air above, all is 
dark to the diver, and he is’ governed en- 
tirely by feeling. 

During four days he made eighteon de- 
scouts to the Atlantic, remaining on board 
of her periods of from four to eleven min- 
utes cach. It was not until the third day, 
upon which he mado seven dives, that ho 
succeeded in getting to tho state-room, 
during which he succeded in breaking 4 
holo through the wood work and gotting 
a line fast tothe ring of the safe, but 
found the aperture too small to admit the

Tornado in Northern New York.

‘The workmen made a 
few hurried efforts to save their tools 
and some of the machinery, but they were 
‘soon compelled to dosist, nnd to seek safe- 
ty in the front part of tho lower story, to 
which the fire did not extend so rapidly 
asitdid upward. Wo wish we could 
ay that all found safety,—but alas! tho 
retreat of thirteen was cut off, it is sup- 
posed, by the burning of tho stairs, and 
they were left on the top of the building, 
with the raging elements around them, and 
no means of retreat, save the fearful leap 
of 40 or 50 feet to the ground. Desper- 
ate as was the alternative, five of them 
embraced it after the fire had actually 
reached them—and all of them, strange 
to say, escaped with life, and it is hoped 
may yetdo well.

By 
the arrival in this city this morning of the 
}survivors, howover, it was ascertained to 
be the steam propeller into belonging to 
Messrs. Gibb & Ross, of Montreal and 
‘Toronto, a now vessel built at Sorel this 
spring, which was on her upward trip to 
‘Toronto, being only her fourth voyage.— 
For tho following account of the disastor, 
we aro indebted to Mr. J. J. Whitehead 
tho wharfinger, who received his informa- 
tion from the purser and other survivors, 
consequently it may be depended upon. 

The steam propeller Tinto, on her up- 
ward trip from Montreal, with 37 souls 
on board including passengers and crow, 
had reached three miles above the nine 
mile lighthouse, about 10 o'clock Jast 
(Thursday) evening, when flames were 
suddenly seen to burst from the interior 
of the vessel, apparently from the cabin, 
Most of tho passengers, and such of the 
officers and crew as wero not on duty on 
dack, had retired to rest; and so rapid 
was the progress of tho flames, that some 
of them, it is supposed, were unable to 
escape from their berths, and none had 
time to put on their clothos, 

From tho interior of tho vossel the 
flames soon spread out to all parts of the 
deck, leaving no refuge but the water, to 
the unfortunate crew and passengers.— 
Including the crew, thore were 37 per- 
song on board, amongst the passengers 
being several women and children. Tho 
unfortunate women and children, as is 
generally the case in similar circumstan- 
cos, were all either burned or drowned — 
13 were lost, and 24 savod, the latter be- 
ing rescued, after remaining some time in 
the water, hanging on to portions of tho 
wreck, by a fisherman's boat from the 
Island, Allthe boats belonging to the vos- 
sel were swamped by the rush of people 
into them when they were launched, and 
it was here that most of the women and 


tached their hoso to the hydrants and 
found that there was no water in them; 
they then moved the enginos to. tho bay, 
and commenced to draw from that source, 
nided by a few carters. Their efforts 
were utterly powerless, however, against 
such a flame. It was supposed, from the 
direction of the wind, that the dwelling 
house of Mr. Jaques, and the brewery ol 
Messrs. Cayley & Nash were in no dan- 
ger. They had escaped the fire and did 
not appear to be in great peril now, ‘The 
wind changed, however, suddenly to the 
South, and the aspect of affairs was chan- 
ged. Two small frame buildings, occu- 
pied by the families of the workmen. in 
tho factory, caught fire, and the flames 
soon spread to the brewery and the piles 
of lumber between the houses and the 
railway ; Mr. Jaques’ house soon follow- 
ed, and overyibing combustible within 
reach fell a prey to the devouring ele- 
ment. The roof of the browory was 
composed of shingles set in mortar, and 
it resisted the flames fora longtime, A 
little help from the engines would have 
saved it, but unfortunately all the ma- 
elines were on the other sido of tho fire, 
andthe burning lumber separated them 
from the brewery. 


MEDIRS. JAQUES & HAY’s Loss, 


The insprance does not cover much 
more than one-fifth part of their loss; it 
is 3 moderate estimate that they will auf- 
fer 10 the extent of twenty-five thousand 
pounds by the event. ‘I'he buildings and 
machinery were worth £20,000, the lum- 
ber £6,000 or £7,000, and the stock not 
Jess than £5,000. Tho destruction of 
the factory is not alone a ruinous loss to 
the proprietors, it is a serious blow at the 
business of the city. Hundreds of work- 
mon have been employed in it, supporting 
thousands of the population; the wages 
paid latterly amounted to £100 per day. 
That the stoppage of 60 great an estab- 
lishment must bo prevented by some 
monns is the universal sentiment of all 
our citizens, and disheartening as have 
been past calamities, we hope yet to see 
it rise a second time from its ashes with 
renewed vigor. So earnest was tho de- 
sire to assist in this work, and to expross 
sympathy with the sufferers, that tho May-

Belleville, Thursday, July 24, 1856, 
ELECTIVE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


Tho Act of last Session making the 
Upper Houso elective, has received the 
Royal sanction, and will go into practical 
effect next September. ‘The principal 
provisions are as follows:— 

1, The Legislative Council shall hero- 
after be composed of the present members, 
}and 48 others to be elected from 48 Elec- 
toral Divistons, 24 of which to be in Up- 
per and 24 in Lower Canada, 

2. Tho Elective members to continue 
in office 8 years, 

3. No one shall bo oligible for the of- 
fice unless a British subject by birth or 
naturalization, of the full age of 30 years, 
and equitably and legally séized of free- 
hold exempt from all incumbrances to the 
value of £2000 in tho Electoral division 
for which he shall seek to be or shall have 
been elected. 

4. No public defaulter or convicted cri- 
minal shall be eligible; and any one be- 
coming either of these, or any one becom- 
ing insolvent or ceasing to hold the pro- 
perty qualification after having been elect- 
ed, shall forfeit his seat. 

5. No member of one House shall be 
elected a member of the other. 

G. On the 1st of September next, Writs 
shall be issued for the Election of twelvo 
Members, returnable in November fol- 
lowing, nnd in every second yoar there- 
after shall similar writs be issued.

five and six hundred persons, the great 
majority of whom wore children. ‘They 
intended proceeding to Fort Washington, 
fourteen and a half miles from tho city, 
whero they were to enjoy a pic-nic.— 
Owing to the number of cars and the 
weight of the train, there was some de- 
lay, and the conductor, Mr. Alfred FP. 
Happel, finding himself behind time, 
pushed forward with great rapidity when 
towards the end of his trip. 

The regular passenger train for tho ci- 
ty left Gwynedd at six o'clock, and reach- 
ed Camp Hill at 6 o'clock and 18 minutes. 
Finding the excursion train had not yet 
arrived, Mr. Wm, Vanstavoran, the con- 
ductor, determined not to wait for it, and 
his train was moving along when the ex- 
pected train came thundering aroand a 
curve, at the rate of 35 miles an hour,.— 
A collision of course ensucd with the most 
appalling consequences. 

The down train escaped without seri- 
ous damage, but the scene presented by 
the excursion train was fearful. ‘The 
three forward cars of the train were crosh- 
ed completely to pieces, and the wreck, 
mingling with that of the locomotive, took 
fire, and the flames communicated to the 
other cars of the train. ‘The two next 
cars after the three that were wrecked 
outright took fire, and were entirely con- 
sumed. ‘Tho inmates of the threo for- 
ward cars were completely mixed up with 
the wreck, and a large number of them 
were killed outright. ‘There were proba- 
bly fifty persons in each of the three cars, 
and the lowest estimate we heard fixes the 
number of killed at fifty, while it was fear- 
ed tho dread aggregate would reach one 
hundred.

Eleven bodies of men and 
women and two children were burned to 
death in one car, names unknown; they 
were caught under the side of one of the 
cars and roasted aliye ; the remains pre- 
sented a horrible spectacle. 33. ‘The 
mulitated remains of four men and women 
and a child, were dug from beneath the 
engine and tonder, 34. The remains of a 
small child were found under the ruins of 
the engine, in the ash pan, 40. the're- 
mains of six other bodies were raked out 
of the ashes, and placed on the grass op- 
posite to where the accident happened, 

The killed as given in the above list, 
amounted to not less than thirty-nine per 
sons, and the wounded to sixty-nine.— 
‘Theso numbers will probably be incroas- 
ed, as.somo of the wounded will probably 
die, and there are some whose injuries 
are not known, 

‘Tho most horrible sight of all was that 
of the burning cars, for in a few moments 
after the collision the fire spread rapidly 
through the broken remnants, Jurning and 
roasting to death ninetcon men, women and 
children. ‘The groans and shouts of the 
wounded, and those held by the legs and 
arms to the burning wreck, were of a 
character to appal the bravest heart. 

A row of men was at once formed, and 
buckets used to extinguish the flames, but 
they wereunsuccesalul. A large number 
of persons were taken from tho wreck 
slightly bruised, who made hairbrendth 
oscapes from being burned to death, ‘I he 
farmers in that vicitity rendered every as 
sistance in their power, except one man, 
who demanded 10 for a wagon to go & 
mile for a physician.

ADA,—A correspondent writes :—" In ad- 
dition to the troops on their passage or 
under orders for Canada, it is intended by 
the government to augment the army in 
that Province by 5,000, This number 
will include two regiments of cavalry, each 
350 strong, four batteries of field artillery, 
and the remsinder infantry regiments; 
and a battalion of tho 5th rifles, a de- 
tachment of the Land Transport Corps, 
numbering 400 drivers and 120 artificers, 
are held in readiness to embark for the 
samo destination. ‘I'he most stringent in- 
structions have gone from the Admiralty 
to Admiral Fanshawe to avoid, on his 
part and that of the British captains un- 
der his command, any collision with tho 
naval force of the United States. The 
entiro steam squadron sniled from Fal- 
mouth on Friday, tho following under 
sealed orders, viz., /mperteuse, 51, Capt. 
Watson, C. B., with the Victor, Ringdove, 
and Jntrepid, double-funnel despatch 
boats, and the others ona cruiso, compri- 
sing the Wanderer, Pioneer, Mohawk and 
Lapwing, single funnel despatch boats, 
and the Starling, Drake, Beaver and Ja- 
nus gunboats. These vessels had all 
been fully stored aud provisioned for sea. 
The steam despatch gunboats Assurance 
and Sparrowhawk, Commanders Joules and 
Cresswell, made a trial of their engines 
and speed at Stokes Bay on Monday,
